•shot unless he sends the militia to St. 
Louis and takes charge of the street car 
<strike. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 7—A Joan of 


.Arc came to the 4,000 street car strikers 
•of this city last night in the person of 
Miss Maud Thomas, .the 17-year-old 
daughter of a union mctorman living 
at 2317 South Twelfth street. For half 
•an hour she harangued a mob ut Allen 
ayenue and Tenth .street, urging the^x^ 
•cited laborers to' the extremes of violence 
for the sake of crushing the Transit 
•company. 


Then placing herself at the head ot 


5,000 strikers Miss Thomas led them 
through the streets of South St. Louis, 
singing a refrain which she had • com- 
posed, after the air of "Tramp. Tramp, 
Tramp, the Boyj9 are Marching." 
The 


words are:

_ Except for the color of uniforms the 
city has assumed every appearance of 
military occupation. About the doors 
of the court house the pyramid of shells 
besides the six municipal riot cannon 
The various posse barracks and the 
streets are alive with the 
squads of armed men. 


A few cars were running during the 


<3ay, but traffic was interrupted every 
iew minutes by the cutting of trolley 
wires, to which form of violence the 
strikers restricted themselves during the 
•day. All over the city the police anc 
posse were pursuing the wire cutters 
and last night the capacity of the jails 
•was overtaxed by the arrests. 


Afore Companies Added to Posse. 


Seven additional companies'^ citizens 


numbering 200 men, were incorporated 


in the posse comitatas by Colonel J. H. 
Oavender. 


All men who refuse to fire

men for the posse and use the entire 
force .as a guard along the tracks.

Ccagatlou. 


London, June 7.—A special dispatch 


•from Lorenzo Marques, dated Tuesday.

•tian Botha met at Laings nek, at Bul- 
ler's request, when a three days' ar- 
mistice was agreed upon."

Steyn

Botha and Secretary of State Reitz all 
safe and in a position to continue the

Growth is a law 


of nature and its' opposite ie decay, Men 
and people must progress or 'they de- 
cline. The elements of progress are the 
elements of activity and 
usefulness. 


War is one of the 'elemental forces• of 
progress. Its result is victory for the 
strong, the survival of tha fittest. Weak 
men give waj to their betters, highei 
ideals end rrethods vanquish lower ideals

her colonies, can no more be independ- 
ent of Great Britain's interests than she 
can of her own. 


In the outset, when our forefathers 


made a government of territory that lay 
east of the Alleghenies, they were as far 
from conceiving of a continental empire 
as a possible growth of'their experiment,

seveu years, Thomas Jefferson, ths au- 
thor of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, purchased from Napoleon, the 
territory of Louisiana, for the sum of 
$15,000,000, an amount then two miij 
lions of dollars in excess of the

annual revenues , of' the government. 
Without their' consent, this purchase 


• transferred to the United States, 85,000 
mixed inhabitants, 
Spanish, French, 


English, etc., 40,000

if 'the government was to expend a 
§um exceeding its annual income of 
$550,000,000 for .new territory? 
Jeffer- 


son's purchase ot Louisiana, was, at 
that time, even a bolder and more start- 
ling proposition. He was subjected to 
most violent criticism. 


In his second inaugural address Mr. 


Jefferson' devotes much space to bis 
critics. .'Among other things he says: 


"I know that the acquisition of Lou- 


isiana has been disapproved by some 
from a candid appreciation that the en- 
largement of our territory would endan- 
ger its union. But who can' limit the ex- 
tent to which the federative principle 
may operate effectively?" 


He says also that he regards "the 


aboriginal inhabitants of these coun- 
tries'1 "with the. commisseration their 


,. history inspires." 


A striking feature of this address is a 


long and impassioned reference to the 
criticisms o£ the press upon his admin- 
istration for the purchase of Louisiana, 
in which he goes to the extent of inti- 
mating the advliability of censorship. 
He says; 


"During the course of this adminis- 


tration; and in order to disturb it, the 
artillery of the press has been levied 
against us, charged with whatsoever its 
licentiousness could devise or flare." 


Itis needlese to quote farther to show 


the depths to which. Mr. Jefferson's 
feelings had been stirred by these criti- 
cisms or to measure the magnitude of 
the step in territorial acquisition, the 
wisdom of which we have lived to see 
fully justified. 


The next acquisition of territory was 


that of Florida, forced from Spain by 
General Jackson's arms, Next came 
the annexation of Texas, folloxved by th 
war with Mexico, the result of which 
xvns the addition of California and 
the 


territory 
now comprised in Nevada 


Utah, Colorado, New Mexico and Arizo 
na. In all these cases tte:e was those 
to cry "hold!" because we were growing 
too great. 


But, say the critics of today: 
"Thi 


was all homogeneous territory. 
We 


were not annexing tropical people." 


We had taken along a large number 


of Spanish. Mexicans, and Indiana, in 
these transactions. 
The 
difference o: 


any, was of degree, not in kind. 


When,.however, we came to the pur 


chase of Alaska, another cry went up in 
addition. It was "detached territory.' 
.Our own members of congress, the 
lati 


Hon. C, C. Washburn, declared tha 
Alaska was a barren waste of snow and 
ice, "a vile1- country" and not worth th< 
price Secretary Seward wanted to ptn 
for it, 87,000,000. Mr. Seward, on the 
other hand, had the prescience to asserl 
that the Pacific ocean was the future 
commercial highway of 
the 
Unite' 


States, and to insist that a purchase 
that invol red so much coast-line, and 
islands that extended 2,000 miles to the 
westward of the Pacific coaet, would bo 
of future value beyond estimate. 
We 


can now see the wisdom of his position. 


What has been, will be. The country 


will grow and expand with her 
oppor- 


tunities. Call it destiny, or xvhat you 
will, the better must take first place in 
this world, and that law is as inexorable 
with 
nations as with other natural 


growth. The United States in extend 
ing her progressive forces to Hawaii, to 
Cuba, to Porto Rico and the Philippines 
is merely fulfilling the duty that has 
been assigned her. 
There is to 'be no 


retracing of steps. She must bear well 
her part, there all the honor lies.

Indianapolis, June 7.—Delegates to 


the 
state 
Democratic convention, 


which was called to order her at 9:45, 
nominated John W. Kern for governor 
on the first ballot. This action was 
taken immediately upon the reading 
of a letter from B. F. Shiveley refus- 
ing to be a candidate. Frank B. 
Burke of Indianapolis, and N. J. Bo- 
zarth were also placed in nomination. 
When Chairman Martin of the state 
'committee cabled the assembly to or- 
der rain was falling in a steady down- 
pour. 
The 1,527 delegates filled the 


center of the hall, while the galleries 
contained about 2,500 spectators. The 
committee on resolutions adjourned at 
3 o'clock this morning, having agreed 
upon a platform which will not be 
made public until offered to the con- 
vention. 
The members of the com- 


mittee refused to make any statement 
regarding the platform, but it is'un- 
derstood that the monetary plank was 
satisfactorily adjusted to meet all dif- 
ferences of opinion. 
B. P. Bhively, 


who was implored by bis friends last 
night to permit his name to be placed 
before the convention today as a can- 
didate for the nomination of governor, 
maintained the sam'e 
silence this 


morning that he has observed since 
his arrival yesterday. When Chair- 
man Martin concluded his opening re- 
marks, he introduced as temporary 
chairman, Samuel M. Ralston. Chair- 
man Ralston spoke at some length, in 
part as follows: The fight begun by 
the Democratic party in 1S96 for mone: 
tary reform will never cease until vic- 
tory is achieved. The Democratic 
party will, if given the power, restore 
to the people their rights along the 
lines suggested in the Chicago plat- 
form."

iind ordered spread upon the minutes: 


Madison, Wis.. Febrnnry 8,1900. 
To the State Board of Control': 
I respectfully report thnt on tlio Dth inst. 1 


inspected the Eock County jail recently erected 
at Janesville. A commodious residence for the 
sJieritl' is a part of the samo structure. 
Jho building is located near the old jail on 


land obtained for that purposes neveral years 
ago by the county. Tho site Is higher than that 
of thn old jail and in many wavs is a much bet- 
ter site than tho old one. Tho structure is built 
mainly of brick, stone nnd iron and is practi- 
cally (ire proof. Exteriorily it is very pleasing 
to the eye, for it appears more like a palatial 
private residence tluiu a prison. It is substan- 
tially built; only the best materials havo been 
used. 


The jail contains twenty-four cells in its 


dilterent departments. It lies one department 
i_or adult criminals,another far.women. another 
tor juvenile prisoners, and n suitable room 
which may be used for an infirmary, or for the 
detention of inmntes not criminals. There can 
oe no unauthorized communication between in- 
mates of different departments. The colls are 
built of chilled steel. They are large and well 
lighted and ventilated. The floor of the prison 
rests on plates of the same metal securely riv- 
etedtogether, The main coll room rests upon 
n solid bed of stone, upon which the steel floor 
plates under tne room is laid, Escape from the 
prison seems almost impossible, improved 
devices are also employed for opening and clos- 
ing all or any of tho cells by appliances 
locates cutsido tho ceil rooms, 
_It is not intended to give a minute descrip- 
tion of the institution; it is sufficient to say 
that it is well planned and built: that it is well 
healed, lighted and ventilated; that its sewer- 
age is satisfactory: that it is reasonably safe 
froni any.perils of Hru or escape,of prisoners: 
ai d thut it meets the requirements of the stat- 
ute concerning '.he construction of county jails. 
I am informed that the. entire structure has 
cost the comity less than S23,000—a result which 
probably could not again be accomplished un- 
der present conditions. 
The citizens of Rock county are to be con- 
gratulated that, under the general direction of 
the county board of supervisors, tho enterprise 
has been in the immediate charge of an earnest 
and fnitiiful building committee, whoso wise

Since the ndjourne'd annual meeting of the 
board in January last the new Rock connty jail 
and slienil's residence has been completed, and 
on the 2M day of January a settlement was 
ma.<]° wltl> "ie contractors, tho Pnnly Jail 
Building and Mf'g Co. of - St. Louis, Wo. and 
a bi.lanco of 8713 G'J-100 dollars was pnid to Mr. 
lliomas C. Lewis, their ngout.whu was duly au- 
thorized to receive and receipt for the same, 
making a total paid upon the original contract 
including foundation walls below grade lin- 
and-ho tile floor in sheriff's office of S2]ti"C 80-

Your committee was also instructed by reso- 
lution to supply the building with such furni- 
ture as they thought boat; grade the lot; build 
sidewalk, &c, all of which is nearly completed 
These several items have cost the sum of $1,447 
£i-100. making a grand total paid upon the 
mulcting and lots including stone curbing and 
brick sidewalk. $23,591! 4-100 or 31,40396-100 less 
.hap the appropriation of $25,600 made for the 
3 Hiding alone. On the 5th day of February 
la t the building was inspected by tho president 
or the state board of control, who reported tiiat 
ill the requirements of tho statutes relating to 
the construction of public • buildings of this 
class had been complied with; it was well 
planned and well built. This favorable report 
upon the completion of a building which has 
ieeu a menace to the county board for a long 
term of .yours will be vory gratifying and espe- 
cially so when it is considered that it has cost a 
much loss sum than it would cost if built at the 
present time. 


Your committee submits herewith a state- 
ment of account showing all the disbursements 
undo iu compliance with the contract. Also a 
statement showing tho paymnnt of the several 
tems not included in the original contract but 
uithprized by resolution of tho board. Also a 
voucher for each and every payment made 
thereon. 


We believe that Rock county may now be con- 
gratulated upon the completio» thus far of its 
public buildings which would be a credit to any 
county in the state outside the large cities. 


The old shed located upon the jail lot has 


been sold at 65 dollars and the proceeds credit- 
ed to the building committee's account for gen- 
eral repairs, 
, Your committee met with the board of trus- 
tees at their regular monthly meeting at the 
isylum Mny 7th and report the buildings all in 
good repair excopt tho coiling in the water 
closets and the need of some outside painting 
vhich, as a matter of economy, should be done 
,t once. 
We are frequently met with tho question: 
"What disposition is to be made with the old 
county jnilV and thus far no satisfactory answer
